London, March 27.—The British and 
Germans have been fighting fiercely 
in the region of St. Eloi, just south of 
Ypres, and the British, through the ex- 
plosion of 4 big mine and by infantry 
charges, have captured or destroyed a 
considerable portion of the 
trenches. ~ eG ) 

The British infantry stormed and 
took the first and second line. trenches 
along a front of six hundred yards, 
London officially announces, and Ber- 
lin admits that German trenches in 
this region were blown up, to an ex- 
tent of one hundred yards, and that 
“casualties were caused among the 
company occupying the position.” 

The bombardment has become intense 
to the northwest and northeast of Ver- 
dun, and considerable activity by the 
big guns also has been shown in the 
Woevre region, southeast of the fort- 
ress. The time seemingly is not ripe, 
however, for an infantry attack, and 
the men of both sides have lain idle » 
their trenches.

GERMAN TRENCHES. 


London, March 27.— The British in- 
fantry stormed today and took first 
and second line German trenches along 
a front of 600 yards at St. Eloi,” says 
the British official communication is- 
sued thig evening. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“This morning, after exploding 
mines, infantry of the Northumberland 
fusiliers and Royal fusiliers as 
saulted the German salient at St. 
Eloi, successfully taking first and 
second line trenchés on a front 
of some 600 yards. Heavy  cas- 
ualties are known to have been caused 
to the enemy. Two officers and 168 
men were Aken prisoners. 

“The artillery activity today has 
been mainly confined to the neighbor- 
hood of Angres, Wulverghem, St. Eloi 
and Weiltje. 

“Last night and today there has been 
much mining activity. At La Boisselle 
we successfully exploded a mine. To 
the south of Neuville-St. Vaast and 
near Hohensollern redoubt there has 
been crater fighting in which we were 
successful. 

“Opposite Hulluch the enemy explod- 
ed mines last night, damaging our 
trenches and causing some casualties. 
We are established on the crater form- 
ed by the explosions.” 


GERMANS ADMIT 
BRITISH SUCCESS. 


Berlin, March 27.—(Via London.) 
More than 100 yards of German trench- 
es near St. Eloi have been blown up 
by the British, German army head- 
quarters announced today. 

West Prussian regiments were suc- 
cessful in recapturing the artillery ob- 
servation positions lost by the Ger- 
mans on March 20 near Mokrzyce, near 
Narocz lake on the Russian front, to- 
day’s apnouncement also states. 

The statement reads: 

“Western theater: By an extensive 
mine explosion early this morning the 
British damaged our positions near St.

“Dear Harper: Knowing you knew 
we were coming on Friday March 24, 
I write to tell you we are all safe, but 
Elizabeth is seriously injured.

Paris, March 27.—Thg conference of 


¢|the entente allies—the most impor- 


tant since the outbreak of the war— 
began this morning in the great salon 
of the ministry of foreign affairs 
where many other historic meetings 
of diplomatists have taken place. No 
previous meeting there, however, has 


attended by such a representation of 
world figures in war and diplomacy, 

The subject of the first sitting is the 
military situation. That is all which 
may be said definitely, but it is prob- 
able that General Joffre, Earl Kitch- 
ener, General Sir Douglas Haig, Lieu- 
tenant General Count Cadorna, General 
Castelnau and General Roques, the 
new French war minister, addressed 
the conference 

The entire company took lunch at 
the ministry. The afternoon session 
will be devoted to consideration of 
economic resources of the allies. 

At the conference, which is held 
around the same table where peace 
terms were discussed at the close of 
the Spanish-American war, the mem- 
bers are seated, so far as is expedi- 
ent, in groups according to their 
respective countries.

& White, live stock dealers at the 
stockyards. He says the cow had a 
calf at her side, and that from all ap- 
pearances the glowing accounts the 
firm gave him as to her milk produc- 
tivity were true. A bargain was 
struck, Owens paying arene tpt Mtr 
$75 for Bossy, Shippy Bros. & hite 
keeping the calf. g 

Immediately thereaf ter, says Owens, 
the flow of mik began to wane, and 
in almost no time the cow was about 
as productive of milk as a turtle is of 
feathers; and he says he is convinced 
the calf.did not belong to the cow. 

The case was originally tried before 
Judge McClelland,. where a jury grant- 
ed Owens a v ict for $75. It then 
went to the appellate division of the 
municipal court, where a motion for a 
new trial was overruled by Judge Rid- 
ley. Then it went ta the state court 
of appeals, where thehudgment of the 
lower court was overru and the case 
remanded back to Judge McClelland for 
retrial. 

The costs of the litigation to date 
are said to be greatly in excess of the 
original value of the cow—even had 
she been a good milker. 

Shippy Bros. & White defend them- 
selves on the ground that they were 
not the original owners of the cow, 
only acting as selling*agents on com- 
mission, and, therefore, are not liable 
for the cow's failure to “make good.”

Editor Constitution: Recently you pub- 
lished an article by me on how to do with- 
out German potash. This has caused me to 
receive several letters from your subscribers. 
In answer to them please publish the follow- 
ing, which is a copy of a letter I wrote to 
one of the inquirers: 

Dear Friend: I can certainly help you, but 
you will have to repent and change your way 
of thinking and doing. I have had extensive 
experience in farming and that is now my 
chief oceupation. I have grown cotton, corn, 
wheat, oats, etc., in Tennessee, Alabama and 
Arkansas, I have been using fertilizers for 
forty-four years. I now own 520 acres of 
the best land in this or any of the five 
counties that join it. This land belonged to 
my grandfather and has been farmed for more 
than one hundred years. It is high, rolling 
upland. I produce on an average twice as 
much of everything as my~neighbors do on 
land that was equally as good originally. I 
have had charge of this farm for forty years. 
Also of another that was as poor as any land 
in Tennessee or Georgia. 

I use fertilizer on everything. Not be- 
cause I have to, but because it pays 100° per 
cent and because I expect my sons and grand- 
sons to make a living on this same land. I 
buy one-half my fertilizer from the merchant 
and get the other half from the air. In 
other words, I grow lumes. This is the “sine 
qui non” of good farming. You will have to 
do it or quit. 

If I was farming in Georgia I would sow 
crimson clover in the fall with barley, if I 
could get the barley into the ground with a 
harrow or drill. If the barley could not be 
put in the ground, I would sow the clover 
anyhow. I would put with this acid phosphate 
150 pounds, and on tep of the ground lime in 
any form. On this I would sow lespedeza 
in the spring. I would graze cattle, sheep 
and hogs on this for two years. If the clover 
did not make much seed, I would sow on 
this same land some more seed next Septem- 
ber. The land might be cultivated the next 
year, but it would be more profitable to keep 
this up for four years. I try not to plow 
my land but once five years. By actual ex- 
perience I find that the hay, grazing and 
seed and the larger crop after them pay 
nearly twice in cash and more than twice in 
increased value of land. 

Lespedeza makes good hay if cut early 
and will then make seed and will come next 

I have sown them as late as May, 
but would prefer earlier. Lespedeza does 
well without lime, but the other which you 
need to cover the ground and make grazin 
in the winter does need it. They both nee 
phosphate. 

Peas get nitrogen, too, but they necessitate 
plowing, and that costs monex and makes the 
land wash. It has been said that the plow 
is the devil's own invention to keep the farm- 
er's nose to the grindstone. When you hear 
him swear at.old Beck, think of this, .the 
devil the plow and the man who follows the

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United States Will Press 

for Immediate Use of Mex- 
ican Lines as Necessities 
of Pershing’s Force Are 
Urgent Mexico Reported 
Quiet. 


Washington, March 27.— Failure of 
senate republicans to take any action 
at a conference today on the Mexican 
situation left the administration un- 
‘ hampered in dealing with the problem. 

The conference was called with the 
purpose of considering steps fo force 
the dispatch of additional troops to 
the border for patrol duty. In the face 
of official advices denying alarming re- 
ports, however, and of General Fun- 
ston’s apparent confidence that he had 
enough men for any present emergen- 
cy the republicans adjourned, with some 
of their leaders agreeing that there 
was nothing to do but support the ad- 
ministration's plans at this time. 

Official advices confirmed press dis- 
patches telling of the physical diffi- 
culties encountered by General Fun- 
ston in keeping a 200-mile supply line 
in operation without the use of rail- 
roads. While there is no shortage of 
food or other supplies for the troops 
at the front, cavalry mounts already 
are on short rations. 

Steps to meet the situation have been 
taken by Secretary Baker as there is 
no indication of an early agreement on 
the proposed protocol providing for the 
use of Mexican lines by American 
troops. 

Statement By Secretary Baker. 

Mr. Baker issued this statement late 
today: | . 
“All information the department has 
from the border shows conditions to 
be quiet and the excitement of the last 
few days somewhat allayed.

In such fights, according to re- 
liable reports reaching here, it has 
been a case of “Villa coming in on one 
side of the town while the garrison 
went out on the other.” While Villa is 
now more closely pressed than he has 
been for months, there has not been a 
real test of strength. : : 

Mexicans who have seen’ Villa’s men 
Say they are tagged and that their 
horses are worn out. The men them- 
selves rushed into houses in Galeana 
demanding food, some of them shriek- 
ing as if nearly crazed with hunger. 


VILLA SMASHED 
CARRANZA CORDON. 


San Antonio, Texas, March 27.—Fran- 
cisca Villa administered a smart de- 
feat to a part of the Mexican forces 
pursuing him and was virtually unop- 
posed by other detachments of the de 
facto government army in his escape 
from Namiquipa, according to unoffi- 
cial but credible reports reaching here 
today. 

The cordon of Mexican troops which, 
it had been announced, had been drawn 
across his path gave way with but 
slight attempt to capture him, the ad- 
vices received here today stated. 

These reports which, if true, it was 
pointed out at army headquarters, 
would indicate that at least a part of 
the Carranza forces were acting only 
half heartedly in their co-operation 
with the American expedition, caused 
army men tonight to speculate as to 
the future of the second phase of op- 
erations just inaugurated by General 


Official reports from General Persh- 
ing today dealt only with routine sub- 
jects, principally having to do with the 
transportation of supplies. The posi- 
tions of the American troops were not 
revealed, but it was known that the 
cavalry were yet riding hard along 
the trail left by Villa and his little 
army. Officers of the quartermaster 
department discussed the bést methods 
of getting provisions, especiall-- sup- 
plies, for the horses and mules, to 
the field army, while General Funston 
and his staff anxiously studied the 
map, referring frequently to the scale 
of miles that showed the advanced 
cavalry columns rapidly nearing points 
300 miles away from the border. 

It was realized here that the early 
capture of Villa would be little better 
than an accident. With their knog!l- 
edge of the country and with the as- 
Sistance they can expect along their 
route, Villa and his followers, it is 
feared, will have no difficulty in keep- 
ing ahead of the pursuing Americans. 
Their hope for an ending of the chase 
is that Carranza troops will finally 
check his flight or that Villa him- 
self, after joining one or more of his 
wandering bands in southern Chihua- 
hua or from northern Durango, may 
dare to fight it out with the: steadily 
8 cavalry of the punitive 
orce. 


GUNBOAT MARIETTA 
ORDERED TO TAMPICO. 


Washington, March 27.— The gun- 
boat Marietta has been ordered from 
Vera Cruz to Tampico to aid in pro- 
tecting American interests. To-day's 
report from Tampico said conditions 
were unchanged, with quiet prevailing, 
but that it was desired to have light 
draft navy vessels at that point which 
can go up the river to the town. The 
battleship Kentucky, now off Tampi- 
co, will proceed to Vera Cruz. Ameri- 
cans in the Tampico oil regions are 
still apprehensive and the Martetta 
and Machias will remain there as long 
as there is any alarm. There are 
some 2,000 Americans in the vieinity. 

Navy advices from other points on 
both Mexican coasts reported quiet.

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Great Altitude Is Necessary 


and Air Currents Strong 
and Treacherous—Cold I 
Numbing—Mexicans Have 
Shown Hostility. 


Field Headquarters American Expe- 
dition, Colonia Dublan, Chihuahua, Mex- 
i¢o.—(By aeroplane to Columbus, N. M., 
March 27.)—The first aeroplane squad- 
ron in the United States army in a 
week's service with General Pershing’s 
expedition in Mexico has surmounted 
flying problems more difficult than 
most of those encountered by European 
aviators. 

The work has been done thus far 
without serious accident. One of the 
senior aviators said today that only 
in the Alps are the Buropean filyers- 
likely to encounter conditions parallel- 
ing those under which the Americans 
how are working. 

“Never,” said this aviator, “have we 
had any flying as difficult as here. We 
are under a handicap of an altitude of 
about 6,200 feet when we rise. Some 
of the mountains we have tried to get 
over are approximately 9,000 feet above 
sea level and none of our machines are 
powerful enou to carry the pilot, ob- 
server and sufficient food at such an 
altitude. We might get over one of 
the high mountains but we probably 
would be unable to carry enough’ fuel 
for the return flight.“ 

Flight Over Mountain Pass, 

He told about a flight of some of his 
men over a mountain pass which he de- 
clared was in the roughest country in | 
Mexico, 

Just before reaching the pass they 
were above a gorge 2,000 feet deep. No 
landing place was observable within 15 
miles and one of the fliers had difficul- 
ty rising to the necessary altitude. He 
turned and wheeled his machine trying 
to ascend but the strong air currents 
swept him around until he was within 
about twenty feet of the tree tops near 
the summit of the pass. He had grazed 
the trees without being able to fight 
his way higher through the treacher- 
ous winds and was forced to turn back, 

The other aviators succeeded in mak- 
ing the flight. Two of them carrying 
dispatches landed near the camp in a 
wind which they described as the 
worst encountered by any of the 
squadrons sings the flight for the Mac- 
Kay trophy in 1914 from San Diego, 
Cal., to Los Angeles, when Lieutenant 
Fred Gersterner, an observer, was 
killed. 

The bad air near this camp drove 

lide, in- which Kk dropped about 1,000 
eet. When the aviator came out of 
the glide he saw some cavalrymen 
waving a blanket and he finished the 
descent, delivering his orders safely. 
Five minutes later the second aviator 
on this particular trip came along, his 
machine rocking like a boat in a rough 
sea. The second plane also landed 
safely. 0 
Wind Picked Up Machine. 


After the landing had been accom- 
plished the wind was so strong that 
it picked up one of the machines and 
sent it back 20 or 30 feet. The wind 
increased and was followed by severe 
cold, freezing and sleet so that these 
two planes remained for two days out 
on the high prairie, their aviators and 
guards enduring cold and hunger with- 
out a complaint, co insure the safety of 
the machines 

A lariat served to fasten one wing 
of a plane to seven tent poles, anchor- 
ing the ee the wind would 
not blow it away. e men slept in 
the open without blankets and with 
no covering. 

When the wind moderated enough 
for flight it still was very cold. The 
aviators did not wait for favorable 
weather befofe resuming flight and 
one of them crankeg his engine from 
‘5:50 a. m. to 9:30 a. m. untfl he got 
it into ¢rim to take him off the ground. 
The other machine got away by the 
same process with two hours of crank- 
ing. 

“In flying here,“ said the aviator, it 
is a case freduently of pitting one’s life 
against the motor, for if the motor 
stops there is no landing place within 
reach and the aviator has no chance.” 

Thus far, however, the aero squad- 
ron has kept the motors in running or- 
der in all emergencies. 

The aviators themselves believe that 
their work of gathering and transmit- 
ting information is a more difficult 
duty than being under actual fire. The 
chances of. being hit while under fire 
in this country they estimate at “about 
a million to one.“ 


Mexicans Not Unfriendly. 


The cold itself has required great 
nerve. A few of the men have come 
in from hard flights so numb that they 
had to be lifted from their machines. 

Thus far in their landing the aviators 
have not encountered any signs of un- 
friendliness among the Mexican people. 
Some of the planes have made long 
trips away from their bases. In one 
case an aviator in a fight which fast 
ed until 9 o’clock at night, used the 
north star as his guide. This man did 
two days’ work, during which he once 
became so exhausted for lack of water 
that in a long trip on foot to a place 
where he knew he could find it, -col- 
lapsed several times, Finally he got 
the water. He also later on needed a 
horse for a ground mission. At a Mexi- 
can ranch he found one but it had no 
bridle. He tore up his overalls, fash- 
ioning a bridle which answered the pur- 
pose. The Mexican ranchman, riding 
another horse, acted as the aviator’s 
guide. When this aviator got ready to 
resume his flight a storm held him up, 
but in spite of all delays his machine 
was ready when the weather cleared. 

Still another aviator looking for a 
location for a hight landing in unfa- 
miliar country, swooped down close to 
a camp fire for observations. When 
he pasesd over the fire he noted three 
Mexicans seated about it, apparently 
considerably perturbed. As the ground 
looked good for a landing, the aviator 
wheeled his machine and returned, 
making a safe janding. But when his 
enormous plane came to a rest, the 
Mexicans had fled. :
